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Cash-strapped 
council to help 
improve A14

EAST Cambridgeshire District Council 
has agreed - in principle - to put for¬ 
ward £1 million of funding to help 
improve the A14. 

Even though none of the notorious 
trunk road runs through East 
Cambridgeshire, Peter Moakes, chair¬ 
man of the council’s development and 
transport committee, insists it has an 
impact on “all our residents and busi¬ 
nesses”. 

District council bosses are going to 
try to use Community Infrastructure 
Levy (CIL) contributions from develop¬ 
ers - money designated to be pumped 
back into the local community - to 
come up with the £1 million. 

It is hoped, although it cannot be 
guaranteed, that council tax will not be 
affected by the funding agreement, 
which was made by the authority’s 
development and transport commit¬ 
tee. 

The agreement will be paid via instal¬ 
ments of £40,000 from 2020 - but is 
subject to any councillor calling the 
item in for re-consideration.

The decision has been slammed by 
Phil Gooden, regional organiser of 
Unison. 

He said: “Why should the district 
council be contributing £1 million to 
the upgrade of the A14 - a national 
trunk road for which taxpayers and 
road users are already contributing? 

“Perhaps in return Central 
Government and the county council 
are planning on making a funding con¬ 
tribution towards retaining district 
council services? We think not.” 

The news is likely to be unpopular 
with taxpayers, as well as council staff, 
who were told earlier this year that 
redundancies were “realistic”. 


But Cllr Moakes said: “Despite all the 
efforts to improve the situation with 
the A14, the road is now more often 
referred to as a car park rather than a 
serious piece of transport infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“To make a difference, councils from 
across the region - not just 
Cambridgeshire - have come together 
to be part of the solution to the prob¬ 
lem. 

“This is in recognition of the impact 
the road has on the lives of all our resi¬ 
dents and businesses. Congestion and 
hold ups on the A14 causes massive 
problems throughout our road net¬ 
work. 

“The current project is our best hope 
to solve this problem once and for all.” 

The upgrades to the A14 include a new 
bypass to replace the existing road 
around Huntingdon as well as upgrades 
along the A14 as far east as Milton. 

The project will include an element of 
road tolling and new roads designed for 
local use.

Now Subway is

RUMOURS are rife that fast food 
firm Subway is moving into one 
of Ely’s most talked-about shops. 

For years, it has been rumoured 
that the high street giant is com¬ 
ing - sparking fears among the 
city’s independent cafes and eat¬ 
eries. 

But now there is fresh gossip - 
that Subway is moving into local 
pub landlord and businessman 
John Borland’s shop on the cor¬ 
ner of Market Street. 

Ely News reported last week that 
a tenant had been found for the 
shop, which has stood empty for 
years. 

But Mr Borland, who runs The 
Fountain in Ely’s Silver Street, 
declined to comment. 

Previous rumours were that a 
bridal shop was moving in, or an 
estate agency firm. 

There were also rumours it 
could become a cafe, charity

shop or even a new tattoo par¬ 
lour. But now Subway is the talk 
of the city. 

Little Downham resident Harry 
Elves said: “I’ve heard it’s Subway 
who are moving in to Mr 
Borland’s shop. 

“I know the Subway rumours 
have been circulating for years 
but the person who told me was 
told by someone reliable from the 
district council. 

“I don’t know why Mr Borland 
can’t just be honest with people 


and just tell them who is taking 
the shop over as at least it’d put 
an end to all the rumours.” 

A local shopkeeper, who did not 
want to be named, said: “The 
word on the street now is that it’s 
going to be a Subway. 

“We’ve had a lot of people talk¬ 
ing about the shop and the 
majority of people have heard 
that Subway are taking it over. 

“Obviously Ely needs all the big 
high street names it can get but I 
think Subway would have a dev¬ 
astating impact on our local cafes 
and sandwich bars because it’s 
such a big, popular brand. 

“I suppose we’ll just have to 
wait and see but there is usually 
an element of truth in Ely’s 
rumours.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council said the authority had 
not heard any rumours about 
Subway coming to Ely. Ely News 
contacted Subway but nobody 
was available to comment.

A MUM whose daughter suf¬ 
fered life-changing injuries in a 
car accident is campaigning for 
the road on which it happened 
to be made safer. 

Samantha Cracknell was 38 
when she was involved in a two- 
vehicle collision on the A142 
bypass at Soham in July 2009. 

The mum-of-three, whose chil¬ 
dren were all in the car at the 
time, suffered multiple injuries 
and as a result now lives at a spe¬ 
cialist care home where she 
requires 24-hour care. 

Her children, Olivia, 15, Joseph, 
12, and Eva, 5, are looked after by 
their father. 

Samantha’s mum, Lesley 
Macer, 60, is calling for at least 
one roundabout to be built on 
the A142 between the rounda¬ 
bouts at Fordham Road and The 
Shade. 

She is putting pressure on 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
after motorcyclist Anthony 
Pinney, 68, of Isleham Road, 
Fordham, was killed on the same 
stretch of road on August 4 this 
year. 

Lesley, of Queensway, Soham, 
said: “How many more accidents 
must happen before the council 
decides this road needs at least 
one roundabout to reduce the 
speeding?

“I was told Samantha wouldn’t 
survive her injuries but she did, 
and although she will never be 
the same again, I am lucky to still 
have my daughter. My heart goes 
out to the family of Mr Pinney. 

“The council needs to do some¬ 
thing to make the bypass safer 
before someone else is killed or 
injured like my Samantha. 


“I live quite close to the bypass 
and I can hear the acceleration of 
some of the traffic speeding 
between the roundabouts at 
either end. 

“I feel very strongly that round¬ 
abouts are needed to slow traffic 
down and make it safer to cross 
that road.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
councillor Colin Fordham is 
backing Miss Macer and has 
been calling for improvements 
to the A142 for some time. 

The former firefighter said: 
“I’ve been to that bypass count¬ 
less times to see all the acci¬ 
dents. 

“If you have ever had to help 
someone out of a smashed vehi¬ 
cle, you know it is horrendous. 

“It’s about time that we got 
another roundabout on that 
road. It doesn’t matter how much 
it costs.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “The county council is 
happy to consider representa¬ 
tions from people about improv- 
ingthe safety of Cambridgeshire’s 
roads which could be imple¬ 
mented from the resources avail¬ 
able to the authority. 

“There is also the ability for 
local organisations such as par¬ 
ish or town councils to make a 
financial contribution to any 
agreed changes to a road’s lay¬ 
out.” 


Conservative win at district council by-election 


THE Deputy Mayor of Ely has 
been elected onto East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

Conservative Cllr Lis Every 
won the Ely East seat at last 
Thursday’s district council 
election. 

The seat became vacant as 


Cllr Will Burton resigned and 
moved to Derbyshire earlier 
this year. He too was a 
Conservative. 

A total of 1,121 people voted 
and Cllr Every, of Barton Road, 
Ely, won with 418 votes. 

Liberal Democrat candidate 
Dian Warman got 322 votes, 


UKIP candidate and marina 
owner Jeremy Tyyrell got 145 
votes, Labour candidate Jane 
Frances secured 138 votes and 
Independent candidate and pub 
landlord John Borland got 93 
votes. The turnout was 33.5 per 
cent and there were four 
spoiled papers.

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Is there really 
room for a 
Post Office? 


PLANS to move Ely’s only 
post office inside a con¬ 
venience store have 
sparked a mixed reaction 
from residents. 

Although local people say

People 
could be forced to stand 
outside the door.” 

Patricia Benson, of 
Barton Road, said: “I think 
we should all be relieved 
that the Post Office is not 
simply getting rid of our 
branch. 

“But now is the chance 
for them to really get 
things right and I don’t 
think merging the post 
office with the Premier 
Convenience Store is the 
right answer. 

“Personally I think the 
former Millets shop on 
Market Place, which is still 
empty, would make an 
ideal post office. 

“It’s still in the city centre 
and there’s plenty of space. 

“There’s not going to be 


enough room inside the 
convenience store, sure- 
ly?” 

Post Office Ltd has now 
launched a public consul¬ 
tation to enable people to 
speak up about its pro¬ 
posed move to the Premier 
store. 

Julia Marwood, Post 
Office Regional Network 
Manager, said: “We under¬ 
stand how important hav¬ 
ing a post office is to resi¬ 
dents in Ely and we are 
confident that the new 
branch will meet the needs 
of the local community 
and secure services for the 
future.”

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School’s new 
science block 
to open soon 

BUILDERS working on a new multi¬ 
million pound science block at Ely 
College are running more than a 
month behind schedule. 

The school was hoping students 
would be able to access the new two- 
storey facility on its grounds in 
Downham Road by the start of this 
term. 

But the major project is currently 
delayed by around five weeks. 

Ben Gibbs, a governor at the college, 
said: “There is a five-week slippage 
due to the usual challenges of a large 
scale project on a busy site. 

“The project will now complete on 
or around October 4. 

“We were hoping to have access for 
the start of term but because of the 
rolling nature of the phased 
development programme, this 
slippage has not caused any 
disruption to classes. 

“Neither has it caused any knock-on 
delay to the start of the next phase, 
which began at the end of July with a 
forecast completion around 
November 14, 2014.” 

The new science block is the first 
phase of an ambitious long-term 
rolling capital renewal plan that will 
see the school’s entire stock of 
buildings replaced over the next 
decade. 

The new building means the school 
will be able to transform its existing 
science rooms into general-purpose 
teaching spaces, and vacate the 
upper floors of the Needham’s Tower, 
which is no longer suitable for use. 

Michael Gove, the Secretary of State 
for Education, agreed to give the 
college £2.5 million from the 
Education Funding Agency (EFA) to 
help build the new facility last year. 


Solar farm site 
not viable says 
energy firm 

A SOLAR energy farm could have 
been built in Witchford - but the firm 
behind it has discovered the site is 
not viable. 

London-based firm Lightsource 
Renewable Energy was considering 
building the solar farm on land south 
of Common Farm, in Common Road. 

The company, which runs the solar 
energy farm at Mingay Farm in 
Twentypence Road, Wilburton, had 
submitted a ‘screening opinion’ to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The aim of a screening opinion is to 
seek advice from the council ahead of 
a formal planning application being 
submitted. 

But a spokeswoman for Lightsource 
Renewable Energy, said: 
“Unfortunately, the site in Witchford 
is not viable. 

“It failed on the National Grid 
connectivity so regrettably we will 
not be able to progress any further. 
We are actively looking for alternative 
sites in the area though.” 

Meanwhile the solar farm at Mingay 
Farm looks set to more than double 
in size. As previously reported, plans 
to extend the facility by 
approximately 87 acres were 
submitted to the district council in 
fuly. A decision is yet to be made.

He only lived once 


...but war hero and 007 flying ace Ken 
Wallis sure lived his 97 years to the full 


THE Cambridgeshire war hero 
who famously doubled as James 
Bond in one of the spy’s best¬ 
loved gadget scenes has died. 

Wing Commander Ken Wallis, 
97, completed 24 missions over 
northern Europe in the RAF after 
cheating on an eye test. 

Born in Ely, he made his first 
solo flight in 1937, before serving 
in the RAF during World War 
Two. 

After the war he doubled for 
Sean Connery as 007 at the helm 
of an autogyro aircraft in You 
Only Live Twice. 

Mr Wallis flew his own autogy¬ 
ro design dangerously over a vol¬ 
cano while being attacked by 
helicopters. 

The unsung hero only met 
Connery once while filming and 
even admitted he had never seen

a Bond film before the stunt. 

Mr Wallis, who lived in 
Dereham, Norfolk, died last 
Sunday. 

His family said the veteran pilot 
had passed away after enjoying 
“a long and successful life doing 
what he wanted”. 

Speaking about filming of You 
Only Live Twice shortly before his 
death, Mr Wallis said: “Sean 
Connery is definitely the best 
bond. He really established the 
role. 

“It was very serious flying mak¬ 
ing the film. 

“There were no flat areas to 
take off and land, just a cliff edge. 
That was the most dangerous 
part. 

“I would take off, fly at 10,000 


feet and manage to land success¬ 
fully and then I would get a call 
saying something like ‘we had a 
problem with camera four, can 
you do it again.’ 

“I did 84 flights, a total of 44 
hours flying time for a short clip 
in the film.” 

Mr Wallis then spent 20 years as 
a scientist and pilot and was hon¬ 
oured with an MBE in 1996 for 
his wartime missions and 
research. 

He was also a keen photogra¬ 
pher and combined his passion 
for images and flight to help 
police in aerial reconnaissance 
for the search for Lord Lucan and 
the Loch Ness monster. 

Mr Wallis lived in Prickwillow 
Road, Ely, for some time and 
used to have a pet monkey which 
was renowned for escaping.

Why don’t more people care? 

WE have now had our By-Election and there is 
a new member of ECDC. 

On looking at the results, I was struck by the 
relatively low number of votes cast for each 
candidate, so I dug a little deeper and 
discovered why. 

Here are the results, as they should be read; 
the percentages refer to the proportion of 
those who are actually entitled to vote: 

1. Apathy: 2225-66.5% 

2. Conservative: 418 - 12.5% 

3. Lib-Dem: 322 - 9.7% 

4. UKIP: 146-4.4% 

5. Labour: 138-4.12% 

6. Independent: 93 - 2.8% 

It is truly appalling, that only one third of the 
electorate care how their money is spent and 
whether they receive the services to which 
they are entitled. In a world where other 
people’s fights for democracy dominate the 
news, how sad it is that in this country, we 
value ours so little, despite the struggles we 
had in the past to obtain it.

She loves us to go 
shopping and for trips out in 
it. 

“But we get people shouting 
abuse at us in car parks, we 
get sarcastic comments and 
the other week in Tesco car 
park in Ely we had a note 
stuck on the windscreen say¬ 
ing ‘Disabled my ***’. 

“Life is tricky enough for 
people and families with dis¬ 
abilities without unneces¬ 
sary abuse like this. 

“I won’t be deterred though 
- given the choice I would 
rather not have a blue badge 
and have a daughter without 
her disabilities. However she 
is in receipt of a blue badge 
and I shall continue using it. 

“Can people please start to 
realise that people have a 
blue badge for a reason.”

“The issues with low water supply or 
indeed no water supply in some cases to 
properties were caused as a result of 
problems with the power supply to our 
treatment works in Isleham. 

“Our engineers were called out in the 
morning and the power was restored by 
around 2.45pm. We’re not sure how 
many properties were affected but 
Isleham is one of our main treatment 
works.”

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New wetland 
habitat plans 
are given the 
green light 


CONTENTIOUS plans to transform 
around 180 hectares of agricultural 
land into wetland habitat have been 
approved. 

It was in May this year that the 
Environment Agency (EA) applied for 
planning permission to kick-start the 
first phase of the Ouse Washes Habitat 
Creation Project. 

The mammoth proposals, which will 
create habitat similar to the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust at Welney and near¬ 
by Wicken Fen Nature Reserve, have 
now been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee. 

The decision was made last Wednesday 
- despite some local opposition - and 
will see farmland between Coveney and 
Wardy Hill, near Ely, turned into wet¬ 
land. 

Members of the planning committee 
heard the council had received just one 
formal objection to the proposals. But 
many others had expressed their con¬ 
cern informally. 

Speaking before the plans were 
approved, Martin Jacobs, of Main 
Street, Coveney, branded the scheme a 
“waste of prime agricultural land”. 

He said: “How some people can be in 
support of this project I simply do not 
know. It’s hideous. Not only is it going to 
have a horrendous impact on the local 
drainage system but it’s also going to 
have no benefit to locals whatsoever. 

“We have enough wetland habitat in 
this area. It’s about time we started to 
preserve our prime agricultural land 
instead of putting it to waste like this.” 

Robert Deal, of Hive Road, Witcham, 
added: “This is not wanted by local peo¬ 
ple but no doubt it will be enforced 
upon us. We will be left to pick up the 
pieces and it will be yet another facility 
for people outside the area, not locals.”

Farmers have been selling their land 
to the EA for the project over the last few 
years and the site in Coveney is just one 
part it. In around two years time the 
organisation hopes to flood hundreds 
more hectares of agricultural land near 
Sutton. 

The EA says the main aim of the pro¬ 
ject is to help the Government deliver its 
legal obligation to “address ecological 
deterioration of the Ouse Washes”. 

The EA says the multi-million pound 
scheme will enhance biodiversity, con¬ 
serve and enhance the landscape char¬ 
acter of the area and provide recrea¬ 
tional and sustainable tourism oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Peter Doktor, project manager for the 
EA, said: “The new habitat will help cre¬ 
ate a network of wildlife sites around 
the Great Ouse and the wider Fens, 
helping wildlife to thrive in this inter¬ 
nationally important wetland. 

“We have consulted with residents 
and landowners around the Coveney 
site in an effort to ensure our proposals 
were acceptable to them. Following the 
granting of planning permission we will 
continue to liaise with the local com¬ 
munity to minimise possible disruption 
during construction.”

Foreign resident numbers 
increase by 65 per cent 


THE number of foreign 
residents living in the Ely 
area has increased by 
almost 70 per cent in the 
last decade. 

A study has been 
released by Oxford 
University’s Migration 
Observatory and is the 
first comprehensive anal¬ 
ysis of the migrant popu¬ 
lation of the East of 
England. 

It shows that in East 
Cambridgeshire, there 
were 4,973 foreign resi¬ 
dents living in the district 
compared to 8,242 in 
2011 - an increase of 65.7 
per cent. 

In South Cambridge¬ 


shire there were 9,333 
foreign residents in 2001 
increasing by 77.5 per 
cent to 16,564 in 2011. 

In Uttlesford the for¬ 
eign resident population 
increased by 47 per cent 
from 3,967 to 5,821. 

The total non-UK born 
population grew the 
most in Luton - 26,610 
additional non-UK born 
residents - but the big¬ 
gest percentage increase 
was in Fenland at 211 
per cent from 2,641 to 
8,209. 

Dr Carlos Vargas-Silva, 
the senior researcher 
leading the census pro¬ 
ject, said: “The East of 


England has seen a 70 
per cent increase in the 
migrant population over 
the last 10 years and now 
has the third largest 
migrant population of 
the 10 regions of England 
and Wales. 

“Eastern European 
migration for work pur¬ 
poses has been a signifi¬ 
cant factor in this, nota¬ 
bly in Fenland and 
Peterborough, but there 
are many other factors 
too, such as student 
migration to cities like 
Cambridge and family 
migration to areas with 
established migrant pop¬ 
ulations.”

School ‘needs 
to improve’ 


IMPROVEMENTS are 
required at a primary 
school in Soham, 
Government inspectors 
have ruled. 

St Andrew’s C of E 
Primary School was rated 
as ‘good’ in its last Ofsted 
inspection but now asses¬ 
sors have judged it as 
‘requiring improvement’. 

Inspectors rated the 
behaviour and safety of 
pupils, and the school’s 
leadership and manage¬ 
ment both as ‘good’ but 
said the quality of teaching 
and pupils achievements 
both ‘required improve¬ 
ment’. 

The overall effectiveness 
of the school has slipped 
from ‘good’ to ‘requiring 
improvement’. 

In their report, inspec¬ 
tors said the school is no 
longer ‘good’ because:

“Progress is not consist¬ 
ently good and some 
teaching requires 

improvement. 

“Attainment, although 
improving, remains below 
national standards in 
reading and writing. Pupils 
have too few opportunities 
or time to write at length 
and apply their literacy 
skills. 

“Pupils have too few 
opportunities for inde¬ 
pendent reading to con¬ 
solidate their phonic 
knowledge or deepen their 
interest in other subjects”. 

They added: “The accu¬ 
racy of teacher assess¬ 
ments is variable. 

“The quality of pupils’ 
presentation is variable 
and teachers are not con¬ 


sistent in their expecta¬ 
tions of what constitutes 
‘best’ work.” 

Their report did however 
praise pupils’ behaviour, 
elements of teaching, the 
leadership of the head 
teacher, Richard 

Liddington, and the gover¬ 
nors. 

Mr Liddington said: 
“Although we are some¬ 
what disappointed by the 
overall grade from the 
inspection, we are greatly 
encouraged by the grades 
for leadership and man¬ 
agement and behaviour 
and safety. 

“The underlying message 
throughout the inspection 
was that there is a lot of 
good practice in place, but 
that we need to ensure 
consistency and give the 
initiatives time to have an 
effect on standards.”

Rare bat 
recorded 

ONE of the UK’s rarest 


species of bats has been 
detected at the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust 
(WWT) in Welney. 

Ecologists from the 
Norfolk Bat Survey have 
discovered there are 
Barbastelle bats at the 
reserve. 

In the UK, the 
Barbastelle is usually 
restricted to Southern 
and Central England and 
Wales. The medium¬ 
sized bats have a distinc¬ 
tive pug-shaped nose 
and dark fur and wings. 
They have a wingspan of 
26-29cm, a body length 
of 4-5cm, and feed on 
small moths, flies and 
beetles. 

Leigh Marshall, centre 
manager at WWT 
Welney, said: “This has 
been a very exciting dis¬ 
covery for the centre and 
brings the total species of 


bat recorded here to 
eight. Wetlands provide 
homes and feeding 
grounds for a wide range 
of plants and creatures. 
Although the Barbastelle 
is not a wetland special¬ 
ist itself, it is able to feed 
on the wide abundance 
of insect species found 
on the reserve.” 

Dr Stuart Newson, pro¬ 
ject manager for The 
Norfolk Bat Survey, said: 
“We don’t know how well 
this species is doing in 
East Anglia but we sus¬ 
pect the Barbastelle 
probably used to be far 
more common than it is 
now. 

“Welney WWT has also 
had recordings of the 
Nathusius’ Pipistrelle - 
another scarce species 
which has even fewer 
recordings in the county 
than the Barbastelle.”

AN ILLEGAL waste site near Ely has 
been raided by police, Environment 
Agency (EA) and council officers. 

Officers swooped on the site last 
Wednesday after receiving intelli¬ 
gence that large-scale illegal impor¬ 
tation and disposal of waste was 
taking place there. 

One suspect has been identified so 
far and has been requested to attend 
a formal interview at a later date. 

The raid took place as part of the 
third national day of action by the 
EA this year - code-named Operation 
Cyclone and aimed at tackling the 
illegal waste industry. 

Police and officers from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
joined agency officers in the raid 
and found large amounts of con¬ 
struction and demolition waste 
deposited and spread over a large 
area of land on three separate loca¬ 
tions. 

There was also some evidence of 
previous waste burning and most 
concerning, amounts of suspected 
asbestos. Machinery found on site 
was used in the screening and treat-

Under the operation, all three 
forces will be clamping down on 
those involved in hare coursing 
and are warning offenders that the 
vehicles they use could be seized 
and crushed.

Bedfordshire, Northamptonshire 
and Lincolnshire. 

They also checked previously 
closed illegal waste sites to make 
sure that they are still shut. 

Those caught operating illegally 
could now face appearances in court 
and could forfeit the proceeds of 


Newcomb said: “Being a county 
with large rural areas, we are often 
targeted by hare coursers who 
trespass on private land to carry 
out this illegal activity. 

“It is extremely important that we 
work together to tackle this area of 


their crimes. 

EA team leader, Phil Henderson, 
said: “Serious waste crime is big 
business. 

“There are currently in excess of 
700 illegal waste sites operating 
throughout England and Wales, 
with approximately 130 of those in 
this part of the country. 

“Illegal waste sites undermine the 
legitimate industry and can cause 
serious pollution incidents, odour 
problems, chemical spills, blight the 
landscape, and cause misery for sur¬ 
rounding communities. 

“In the most serious cases, sites 
that hold hazardous waste without 
safeguards risk causing serious pol¬ 
lution incidents that damage rivers, 
habitats and pose a risk to human 
health. 

“Everyone has a part to play to help 
crack down on waste crime. 

“Any information about waste 
crime can be reported to the 
Environment Agency by calling the 
incident hotline 0800 80 70 60 or 
anonymously to Crimestoppers 
0800 555 111.”

Currie's still hot 



THOUGH the landscape of what we used to 
call the music industry has changed beyond 
recognition over the past decade, it’s good 
to know that at least one hoary old rock 
tradition - the tried-and-tested notion of 
getting it together in the country - is 
alive and well. 

In Justin Currie's case, it was 
technically an island: in 2012, the 
sometime Del Amitri frontman 
excused himself from the many 
distractions of his native 
Glasgow and decamped to 
the Hebridean isle of Skye 
to work on the songs for what 
would become his third solo 
album, Lower Reaches. 

"I just rented the first decent- 
looking cottage I saw that didn't 
have hideous MFI furniture in 
it," says the amiable 48-year- 
old, speaking to The Guide 
in advance of his sold-out 
solo show at The Junction 
in Cambridgeon

As he prepares to visit Cambridge for a 
sold-out solo show, followed by Del 
Amitri’s first live dates in over a decade, 
the generously whiskered singer- 
songwriter tells PAUL KIRKLEY why he’s 
refusing to grow old gracefully 

Sunday. "And it was remarkably 
productive - just because I hadn't written 
anything for so long, I was just desperate 
to write anything, so I got straight in the 
zone. And it was very beautiful up there - 
The Cuillins were looming over the house 
in a very threatening, Gothic manner. 
Everything about it was just perfect." 

With no internet or mobile phone 
connection, Currie knocked out 15 new 
songs (half the tally he would eventually 
take to Texas for recording sessions with 
And You Will Know Us By The Trail Of 
Dead producer Mike McCarthy) in less 
than a fortnight - a personal best he says 
could only have been achieved through 
total solitary confinement. 

"I hadn't been writing prolifically for 
a year before that because my 
girlfriend had moved into my 
house, which is a situation 
I've avoided my entire 
life," he admits. "I 
kind of need my 
house to be empty 
for at least a 
couple of weeks 
to write anything, 


because I get very easily distracted. So 
I realised that, in order to still have a 
relationship and a career, I was going to 
have to rent somewhere.” 

Currie is now into his fourth decade of 
refusing to grow up: it's 30 years since 
Del Amitri (originally Del Amitri Riazlo - 
the name was chosen specifically for its 
meaninglessness) first made their mark 
on Glasgow's fertile post-punk scene, 
peddling a brand of spiky, angular jangle- 
pop that saw them being championed by 
John Peel and picked up as a support slot 
to The Smiths. 

After one brilliant but largely ignored 
album, the band disappeared to America, 
and returned pretty much unrecognisable. 

This proved to be the making of them, 
with 1989's Waking Hours, and its 
signature anthem Nothing Ever Happens, 
launching the band to a new level of 
success, which they parlayed into a further 
three top 10 albums - plus a surprise US 
hit with 1995's Roll To Me. 

"Roll To Me bought us two houses," he 
says. "It would have bought us a small 
housing estate over the 20 years that it's 
been on the radio. That's the odd thing 
about a band like us, in that we never 
sold millions of records, but we had these 
big radio hits that are still on the radio in 
America, and to a certain extent in the 
UK, which accrue royalties if you wrote 
the damn things."

TO truly excel in a chosen 
field, you need to be 
challenged, pushed to the 
limit of human endurance 
to find previously untapped 
reserves of strength and 
courage. 

For this reason, sport 
is littered with bitter 
rivalries between incredible 
champions. Some of the 
fiercest rivalry has been 
contested on Formula 1 
racetracks. Ayrton Senna 
and Alain Prost famously 
clashed in and out of their 
supercharged machines, 
compelling the French driver 
to declare that "Senna 
wanted to destroy me".

Hemsworth and Bruhl, Rush 
is a riveting evocation of an 
bygone era. 

An uplifting story of 
admiration and friendship 
purrs beneath the bonnet of 
Howard's direction offering 
plenty of high-speed thrills for 
petrol heads. 

Screenwriter Morgan 
selects the choicest cuts of 
the facts for the big screen, 
including horrific scenes at the 
hospital where a badly burnt 
Lauda drifts in and out of 
consciousness but still musters 
enough strength to growl, 
"Tell the priest to get lost.

Green green 
grass of home 


AFTER a summer of being dried out by heat and 
trampled on by outdoor activities, your lawn may 
be looking a bit tired. If you want to restore any 
bare patches, or are even thinking of sowing a 
completely new lawn, early autumn is a good time 
to do it. 

But how do you choose the 
type of seed for the job from 
the array of different grass 
seeds on the market? 

Help is at hand from Which? 

Gardening, the Consumers' 

Association magazine, which 
has just revealed the results of 
its test on 36 lawn seed mixes 
and repair kits, assessing both 
germination and appearance 
of the grass and coverage of 
each plot at monthly intervals. 

Best overall lawn seed mix 
is Asda Multipurpose (£3 for 
500g), which the survey says will give you a great 
looking lawn. In the trial, it established quickly, 
gave a dense, finer-leaded turf, was among the 
best in terms of coverage and appearance and 
recovered well after wear-and-tear tests. 

The next highest scorer was Mr Fothergill's Bet¬ 
ter Lawn (£5.99 for 500g, available from garden 
centres), which looked good throughout the 


autumn and following spring, recovered quickly 
after the wear-and-tear tests and had produced a 
dense sward by the end of the trial. 

For those just repairing their lawn, the research¬ 
ers recommend Miracle-Gro Patch Magic (£9.99 
for 1kg, Tesco), which worked exceptionally well 
in the trial and established 
quickly. The plastic shaker con¬ 
tains coir and fertiliser with very 
little grass seed. The coir shows 
where you've scattered it and 
indicates where it needs water¬ 
ing. The grass is fine-leaved and 
green, but didn't cope as well 
with wear-and-tear as other 
recommended lawn seeds. 

Other recommended lawn- 
seed mixes include Wilko 
Multipurpose with ryegrass (£6 
for 750g, Wilkinson), which 
produced tough grass with 
a good density throughout the trial, and Verve 
quick Start (£3.98 for 500g, B&Q) which was one 
of the first in the test to germinate and complete¬ 
ly cover the ground. 

If you are sowing a new lawn, you'll need to dig 
over the area thoroughly to allow free drain¬ 
age, removing stones and weeds as you go, then 
incorporate organic matter such as compost or

well-rotted manure. On heavy clay incorporate 
sharp grit and organic soil conditioner. On light 
soils just incorporate the organic matter. 

Firm the ground by laying a plank of wood on 
it and walking over it several times. Then move 
the plank across the site until the whole area is 
firmed, but not compacted. 

Next rake the area to produce a fine 'tilth' on 
which to sow the seed. You may need to rake re¬ 
peatedly until the ground is level and the surface 
is crumbly. 

Make sure you buy good quality grass seed 
which is the current season's stock and choose 
the type to suit your needs. A lawn for a family- 
friendly garden may include a mixture of dwarf 
perennial ryegrasses to withstand heavy use, 


while a lawn just to look upon might be a mixture 
of fine tufted grasses. Always follow the instruc¬ 
tions on the packet about seed distribution 
and don't be tempted to sow more thickly than 
recommended. 

To repair your lawn, loosen the soil in the bare 
patch with a fork, scatter grass seed and fertiliser 
over the area and rake lightly to work the seed 
into the soil. Water if it's dry and cover with net¬ 
ting or fleece to keep off birds.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

for the move, and covered at your new address.

The RAC introduces a universal 
spare wheel for tyre changes 


FOLLOWING a rise in the number of 
manufacturers that fit emergency 
tyre inflation kits instead of spare 
wheels, the RAC has introduced a 
’universal’ spare wheel to handle 
call outs for unfixable punctures. 

Many cars now come with a tyre 
inflation kit as standard, as this 
saves a significant amount of weight 
and therefore helps overall C02 
emissions. But some punctures or a 
complete blow-out can’t be fixed 
with the tyre sealant systems. 

According to the RAC, in the 12 
months up to August 2012, it 
responded to 87,000 breakdowns 
involving a puncture on a vehicle 
with no spare, and in the 12 months 
ending in August 2013 this 
increased to approximately 120,000. 

However the RAC claims its 
’universal’ spare wheel, which fits 
the majority of cars that don’t have 
a spare wheel fitted as standard, is 
the answer.

Euromaster, the five-stud, 17-inch
